Dies Suddenly 


Romance of Words Discussed by 
Etymologist at Dinner Club Meeting 


Dr. Rowland Myers, a noted ety 
mologist, who has devoted many 
years to research on the English 
language, en tertained m em bers of 
the Southern Illinois D inner club 
Saturday night with an address on 
“ Romance of W ords.” 
The m eet­ 
ing was held at K urto C ountry 
club. 
Dr. Myers entertainingly discuss­ 
ed the problem of use of words in 
the English language through m is­ 
takes and confusion which results 
in differences of opinion on the 
m eaning of words. 
“ W'hat is correct usually moans 
what is socially in use in the area 
w here it is heard,’’ Dr. Myers said. 
“The 
average 
A m erican 
blithely 
goes along m ispronouncing words, 
but they arc socially acceptable be­ 
cause everyone else does,” he stat 
ed 
Our use of the English language. 
Dr. Myers said. is confusing to peo 
pie of foreign nations who do not 
understand the various meanings 
words 
have in 
the 
English 
lan 
guage. 
Words them selves do not 
always 
describe 
the 
meanings, 
he said, bul many tim es it takes 
the em phasis of sound to describe 
th e various meanings of the same 
word. 
Many words through use down 
the years tend to “wear out.” while 
correct 
use 
and 
pronounciation 
m akes other words grow stronger 
Al! languages are rich and beau 
tiful. Dr. Myers said, bu t the Eng 
lish language is the only language 
in the world w here you can have 
a spelling bec 
And spelling bees 
should be held, he said, to make I 


[the correct spelling and 
use of 
the words m ore common. 
The use of the same language 
all over the world would not solve 
the problem of use of w’ords b e­ 
cause of the various meanings the 
same w ords have, Dr. Myers said. 
“ We will have to go on learning 
the other nations’ languages as the 
world grows sm aller, and at the 
same tim e we must try to teach 
them 
our language,” 
Dr. 
Myers 
said. 
He predicted that in tim e the 
world will have one language, but 
it will be entirely different from j 
any in use now, a new language 
which will come only after all the 
turmoils of the present world have 
been solved 
He discussed the pitfalls in the 
use of words, such as taking words 
out of context and by leaving some 
words out com pletely changing the 
meaning of a statem ent. 
He also discussed the 
use of 
words and phrases, especially in 
diplomacy, “to 
heat 
around 
the 
bush,” w ithout speaking in plain 
language. 
St We arc judged by our use of 
words which are im portant w eap­ 
ons, hut different usage of words 
also can be fun,” Dr. Myers con

eluded

“ We understand that 
approx! 
m a t c h $19 million was allocated 
for the 1958 conservation reserve 
program in Illinois, a major per 
tion of this to be used in the ‘En 
tire Farm P rogram ’ which has now' 
been abandoned. Farm ers are won 
dering why these funds are not 
tr ansferred for use 
in 
the corn 
acreage reserve program.” 
Steffey also charged that no sci 
lous effort has been made to use 
“ payments in kind" to encourage 
participation in the acreage reserve 
program, “ although it is premiss 
able unde r present law ” 
Farm 
Bureau leaders in Illinois generally 
believe that many farmers would 
put more land in the soil burri< if 
they could be paid in corn or other 


feed grains, ra th er than in cash, 
according to Steffey. 
He added: 
“The Illinois Agri­ 
cultural Association believes that 
in the event any additional funds 
are appropriated or in the event 
there is any authorization for shift­ 
ing funds, that the discrimination 
against Illinois corn growers should 
be eliminated and the allocation 
should be based on the corn acre ­ 
age allotment and productivity, as 
was done in 1957. 
It will be keenly 
appreciated if you will use your 
influence in support of this posi­ 
tion on this important matter.”

This is the time of the year when 
the new Catalogs are being poured 
over 
Study them welJ. 
The colorful blooms of the new 
roses in the catalogs were a re­ 
minder that the best time to plant 
roses is very early in spring. 
The pruning of fruit trees and 
grapevines can be done at any 
time when the weather permits. 
It is advisable to follow instruc 
lions in bulletins on fruit culture 
issued by your local county agri­ 
cultural agent. These bulletins are 
free and invariably well illustrat­ 
ed 
HOTBEDS and/or cold frames 
should be made ready according 
to your locality 
Place in a shel­ 
tered spot where they will receive 
the benefit of .southern sunlight. 
A satisfactory soil to use in start­ 
ing seeds is one made from equal 
parts of clean coarse sand, gar­ 
den loam and a humus material 
such as peat moss or vermiculite. 
Both hotbeds and cold frames 


■napdragons, stocks, Salplglossls. 
petunias and Salvia. Tomato, pep 
per, cauliflower, cabbage, Brussels 
sprouts seed also may be sown. 
Tithe of so lin g is generally six 
to eight weeks before plants can 
be set in the garden. 
It is a good idea to examine win­ 
ter stored dahlia tubers, and if 
they seem dry, to sprinkle them 
lightly with water. 
Varieties be­ 
have differently when stored Dah­ 
lia tubers store well in sand kept 
slightly moist, and in the dark. 
Stored gladiolus corms, too, should 
be examined 
and those soft or 
dried should be discarded. Before 
planting be sure to coat dahlia 
tubers with dusting sultur and glad­ 
iolus corms with a DDT dust. 
Spray trees and shrubs subject 
to scale insects, aphids, 
mealy­ 
bugs and similar pests now in their 
dormant stage. Application should 
not be made when temperature is 
below 45 degrees. 
Most common­ 
ly used are dormant oils like Volck,

Spray Oil. Follow directions on th* 
label for dilution. 
WORK ON an established lawn 
should be done early to be moat 
effective. First rake the lawn with 
an iron rake, then feed with a lawn 
fertilizer strong in nitrogen. Th!* 
may be done though the soil iaN 
slightly 
frozen. 
Re seed where 
needed. However, do not work on 
the lawn if the soil is soggy. 
To 
leave footprints is dangerous.

begin now to keep a garden record 
book.
